If one were to document the changes in the music 
business during the past several years it would be neces¬ 
sary to use, by way of illustration, the artists and 
performances in this album. Even that current 
phenomenon, Elvis Presley, owes much of his acceptance 
to a buying public already conditioned by rhythm and 
blues. Joe Turner, Ray Charles, Ruth Brown, LaVern 
Baker, Tire Clovers, Clyde McPhatter — all have come 
up with recorded performances of such vitality, charm 
or authenticity, as the case might be, that they have 
burst through the once-narrow confines of the rhythm 
and blues market to become factors in the broader area 
of pop music. 

It is true that other artists on other labels played a 
part in broadening the sales base of rhythm and blues; 
but no single label and its stable of artists can even be¬ 
gin to match the success or influence of the battery 
represented in the names above. Thus, this album has 
singular documentary value. Here on one record one 
may listen to a group of artists whose recordings liter¬ 
ally changed the pattern of the music business. 

However, let us not consider the record as merely a 
documentary. That is a hard word. Let us consider it in 
the light of its value as entertainment — for that is why 
it became a documentary. 

As entertainment, it may be stated that very few 
disks of its type — and perhaps none — give so much 
for the price. Here are both quality and quantity. Every 
performance is a great one; every selection made the 
best-selling rhythm and blues charts, and a good many 
of them achieved national recognition as best sellers in 
the pop field. 

Notable examples of the latter are Joe Turner's 
Shake, Rattle & Roll and LaVern Baker's Tweedlee 
Dee. Both songs, it is interesting to note, became val¬ 
uable copyrights as a result of the Turner-Baker per¬ 
formances, and both racked up an amazing quota of 
performance credits on radio and TV. In fact, Tweedlee 
Dee was Number 2 on Dr. John Peatman’s semi-annual 
survey of most-played tunes. 

Other selections in this album also received wide 
recognition in the pop field and were covered extensive¬ 
ly. These selections include The Clovers' One Mint 
Julep, Miss Baker's Bop-Ting-A-Ling, the McPhatter- 
Drifters' Money Honey and Honey Love. 

Of the various artists represented in this album, those 
already mentioned in these notes have had the most 
impact on the mass record buying public: the enthusiasm 
and wit of Joe Turner; the melodic elation of Miss 
Baker; the smoothness of The Clovers and the unique 
style of McPhatter — all have had a deep effect. But 
if the writer were to hazard an opinion as to which 
of the album’s artists was the greatest in a broad sense, 
Ray Charles would merit the most careful consideration.

Young in years and totally blind since his childhood, 
Charles brings to the age-old blues a musical discipline 
and individuality which give his performance a won¬ 
drous quality. Those record buyers who follow the 
rhythm and blues field may have already noted that 
many blues singers have attempted to copy Charles' 
way with a song — his fusing of the spiritual and blues 
patterns. Illustrative of this so-called "church" sound 
is Charles' I’ve Got A Woman, one of the outstanding 
sides in this album. 

Another of Charles' sides, It Should’ve Been Me, a 
novelty blues, presents another facet of the artist — the 
witty and urbane. 

Ruth Brown, one of the most versatile vocalists, is 
represented by two of her hits — Mama, He Treats Your 
Daughter Mean and 5-10-15 Honrs. Stylistically, Miss 
Brown's range is wide. She has had hits in the blues, 
ballad and waltz categories. Aside from her technical 
ability, the most important ingredient in this vocalist's 
performance is excitement. Her records have a living 
presence. 

Trade-wide music men have often remarked that 
rhythm and blues verges into the area of jazz, so that 
there is, in effect, a combination of the primitive and 
the sophisticated or intellectual. T-Bone Walker, with 
his effective vocal and his steely, singing guitar, has 
this many-sided appeal. 

In evaluating the contents of this album, it is neces¬ 
sary to note the arrangements. All of the selections 
contained herein are up-tempo; all of them have been 
carefully worked out to provide an instrumentation that 
is relaxed, has color and mood and — most important 
— an instrumentation that moves right along. Notice 
how the melodic themes are boldly stated by the horns; 
notice how ingeniously are fashioned the repeating mus¬ 
ical figures in the background; notice how excitingly 
different are the piano stylings behind Ruth Brown's 
vocals. 

Without sacrificing essential rhythm and blues flavor, 
these elements have replaced the old-fashioned, cumber¬ 
some arrangements which prevented the r&b field from 
reaching its present stature. With modern r&b instru¬ 
mentation, even the vocal records are eminently 
danceable. 

In conclusion, it is extremely pertinent to point out 
that most of the artists in this album have been with the 
company a long time. None are "new", yet all are current 
best-sellers and have behind them a long string of hits. 
This is evidence of a stability achieved only in the last 
several years. 

Good listening! And don't neglect the lyrics, which 
are full of wit in the best sense of the word.
